<iod" is the common Fatte r, and in which 
the human race feel, act and aspire for one 
purpose and to one end—the common 
good and glory of man.

creeds and Delphic formulas. Christian¬ 
ity, formed and fitted for the sternest 
wants and the tenderest confidence of the 
human heart, cast aside the cold theories 
of the age of marble gods; their philoso¬ 
phies, oracles amt myths; ami introdu¬ 
cing man more minutely to his Maker, as 
a Father, friend and protector, inspire 1 in 
him a new and warmer faith and trust.— 
As Christianity taught man to see Cod in 
a nearer, clearer and nobler light—in the 
light of kindred and bn Cher. 

It is here, th.it Christianity has marked 
its lofty and divine influence upon civiliza¬ 
tion. To science, that was only specula¬ 
tive, it has given faith ; to art, that was 
only symbolic, it has: imparted spirit; to 
human enterprise, which was before i>o 
late, antagonistic and selfish, it lias given 
unity, harmony, and living power!

expands to the remotest bounds of earth, 
and its anthems are caught up by the "Is¬ 
lands of the Seas.” Christianity alone, 
teaches the brotherhood of man and his 
common paternity in God. Saint ami 
savage, awakened to its beautiful truths, 
feel and accept them alike, (in on bless¬ 
ed Spirt, do thy work in every human 
heart, and the cartii will become, a- erst, 
a Paradise!

When one of the worst men (The Em¬ 
peror Nero) that ever lived in the world, 
had the highest station in it, human life 
was the object of his diversion, and he 
sent out orders frequently, out of mere 
wantonr.ess, to take off such and such, 
without so much as being angry with 
them.
